GOES TO GALLOWS SMILINGLY. 


Michael Leahy Meets Legal Death 

With Same Indifference He Has 

Maintained Ever Since His Arrest. 

[ASBOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 8.—With , the 
same cool indifference that has magked 
his actions since his arrest for the 
slaying of J. M. Chateau, at Roseville 
last May. Michael Leahy this morn- 
ing met his death upon the gallows in 
Folsom Prison. 

Exactly at the hour of 10:30, the 
trap was sprung and nine minutes 
later Leahy was pronounced dead by 
the physicians, the quickest death any 
murderer has met on the gallows at 
Folsom, at least while Warden Reilly 
has been in charge. 

Leahy took his hanging as a matter 
of fact. Last night he passed the 
time with the death warden, in telling 


‘| stories of his experience as a brake- 


man on the railroad. After a night 
of quiet sleep, he awoke in fine spirits 
and joked with Warden Reilly and 
others. Father Coen of Placerville, 
administered. the last sacrament to 
Leahy and the latter was prepared to 
step upon the gallows when called. 
He walked unassisted to his position 
over the trap. 

The condemned man had nothing to 
say of his crime or any request to 
make. Neither did he desire to speak 
to the newspaper men present.. 

The killing of Chateau was cold- 
blooded. Leahy was infatuated with 
Mrs. Chateau and wanted her to elope 
When she refused, he decided to kill 
Chateau in order to win her. He lay 
in wait for Chateau in a woodshed ali 
night and shot him down when he 
went to get wood in the morning.

Friends of fo ner days, representa- 
tives of some of the oldest and most 
prominent Spanish families in South- 
ern California, are endeavoring to haye 
set aside a ten-day sentence for dis- 
turbing the peace, imposed yesterday | 
by a Monrovia justice of the peace on 
Isidora Beltran, a pioneer and former 
employee of ex- Gov.

At the age of 3 years, Isidora, ac- 
companied his father and a large party 
of Mexican immigrants from Sonora. 
They settled on a tract fixed by the 
prisoner as four miles west of the San 
Gabriel Mission. The “long journey 
was made by ox team, and the route 
was by way of Tucson. The trip took 
about ninety days, and hardships in- 
numerable were endured. 

The Mexicans had received exten- 
sive land grants from the Mexican 
government, but upon their arrival 
near Los Angeles they were informed 
that the tracts were already signed up 
for by others, who had preceded them. 
Although greatly disappointed, the 
band concluded to remain in Califor- 
nia, and make their home here. 

According to Beltran, the first man. 
who employed him was ex-Gov. De la. 
Guerra. He made him head vaquero, 
and for ten years he managed the im- 
mense De la Guerra property in the 
vicinity of Santa Barbara and Ven- 
tura. He was a noted bronco buster.

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How Long Can He Keep It Up? 
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O MILK FAMINE. 
Some Californian newspapers, in com- 


menting on the increased price of milk and 


the difficulties encountered by dairymen in 


meeting the ever-growing demand for that 


essential fluid, have used the expression, 
“milk famine,” with a freedom unwarranted 
by present circumstances. At this time of 


the year, with our big hotels packed full of 
eastern tourists, with apartment and lodg- 


ing-house patronage at the flood, caterers 
are taxed to the utmost to provide for all 
the wants of their patrons. Milk, since it 
must be produced within, a reasonable dis- 
tance of Los Angeles, is naturally the first 
article of consumption to feel the pressure. 
In Pasadena milk has gone to 12 cents a 
quart at the local dairies and prophets are 
already talking of 15 and 20-cent milk in the 
not far future. 


outside the increased demand caused by the 
tourist rush have been at work to account 
for the present condition of the milk busi- 
ness. The drastic city ordinance, while pro 
tecting the consymer from adulterated and 
unclgan milk, has necessarily imposed some 
extra expenses on the producer. Proper 
milk houses, cement floors, separate stan- 
chions for the cows and clean uniforms for 
the milkers; all this for the small man with 
only three or four cows means a considera- 
ble outlay. Many three and four-cow men 
therefore have sold their milkers to the 
butcher, the extra hay available for market | 
compensating them for the loss of the cow 
income. 
demand for a long time. Thus there has 
been a decline during the last year in the 
number of milk cows kept on the mixed | 
farms in the country contiguous to Los 
Angeles. The tuberculosis test, which taxes 
the dairyman $2.50 per head for a veteri- 
nary’s certificate, has hindered to some ex- 
tent the shipping in of cattle from dis- 


“tricts exempt from this tax. | 


No good citizen will grudge one or two 
extra cents spent in safeguarding his health 
and that of his family. The question is— 
are we paying more than this ordinance 
makes necessary to be effective? | 

Many farmers complain that the cream- | 
eries only pay them 21-2 cents a pound for 
41-2 per cent. tested milk, which milk after 
enough butter fat has been extracted to 
just allow it to pass the city ordinance, is 
retailed for 10 to 12 cents a quurt, besides | 
yielding a large return in butter. The farm- | 
er believes he is getting too small an end 
of the deal. The creamery men on the other 
hand declare that when they have complied | 
with all the rules and regulations, satisfied 
the health inspectors, paid freight and city 
licenses, they have only just made a bare | 
profit on the capital invested in the busi-| 
ness. A co-operative association among the 
farmers of Southern California, along the 
lines of the Citrus Union, would settle this 
trouble in short order. 

There is no reason to attribute the in- 
creased price of milk to the dry season 
which lasted up to the 7th of January. Most | 
of our dairy farms are located in well-wa- 
tered sections such as Downey, Compton 
and El Monte. These places raise by irriga- 
tion every year more than enough alfalfa 
hay to supply milk for a city as large as 
Chicago. If a milk famine were possible in 
Los Angeles, surrounded as it is by the most 
bountiful country in the world, it would 
prove extraordinary want of foresight in our | 
rural population or lamentable lack of in- 


—— 


itiative among our business men. We d 
not believe either of these suppositions to be 


true. 
The head of the big El Monte creamery 


declares that there is not likely to be any 
increase in the price of milk this year. The 
copious rains of January have insured | 
abundant hay and pasture for the coming 
season; with an abundance of forage an in- 
crease in the number of milk cows is cer- 
tain to follow. No longer will heifer calves | 
be turned into veal. The opportunities for 
making money in the dairy business, brought | 
about by the never-ceasing inrush of popula- 
tion into Los Angeles and her surrounding 
cities, will surely attract many home set- 
tlers to such favored spots as El Monte,

Not alone 
is it the cruelty inflicted on the families of 
prominent men which makes this personal 
slander so criminal; it produces, if un- 
checked, the Booths and Guiteaus and Czol- 
goszes; it has darkened the pages of history 
with the martyr's death in the theater and 
the treacherous handshake in the grounds 
of the Pan-American Exposition at Buffalo. 

To every citizen is conceded the right to 
criticise the public actions of public men, 
but no punishment is too severe for the 
scoundrel who deliberately blackens their 
private lives. King George has performed a 
public service in exposing in its true light 
the oft-repeated falsehood of the Malta mar- 
riage. One year’s imprisonment is a lenient 
punishment for Mylius, the liar. The tre- 
mendous ovation accorded the King in his 
procession through the streets of London, 
to open in person his first Parliament, is a 
striking proof of the popularity of his com- 
mon-sense methods of dealing with disagree- 
able situations. All good men, whatever 
their views as to the desirability of kings

modern civilization, will rejoice to see an 
honorable husband and a loving father
